Among 
practices affected are eumor-fallow tillage, pit cultivation, contour 
listing, tree planting, seeding practices, defervod grazing, eradication 
or eentrol of perennial noxious weeds, strip cropping. 


Most of the practices listed in the handbook-will be carried out to 
some extent: duxing May. In addition to the list sbove such practices es 
conatzuction of dems, development of eprings ond contour furroving may be 
oxides. 


May Seatures -- In many states Extension Service uay have covered the ground 
thoroughly, out whore 1t hasn't been dono, It will be good to preperc a 
feature story on the fexm femily garden. The article could point out whet 
to plent in a well-balanced garden end how to plan a garden 6o as te 
get benefits of early spring truck, plus benefits of midsummer nutritious 
vegetables, plus benelite of late sumer products for canning ent storage. 
This feature might be celled “Plemning o Vitexin Supply" end should state 
guest vhat a family necda for hotter diet. One good way to get the story 
ecross would be to use a by-Line article by some farm waren who has gone 
this very thing before and can give good. advice to other farm poopie. Tn
